OHINESE INTRUDERS,

AN ILL-ADVISED REMARK.

THe heavy charge made by the 
Southern Pacific for transporting cat- 
tle induced some Arizona cattlemen 
to try the experiment of driving their 
cattle to California.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—[Bythe Asso 
clated Press.] Atty.-Gen. Miller informs 
the Treasury Department that there are 19 
Chinamen in the custody of the United 
States Marshal of the State of Washington 
to be tried for coming inte the United 
States in violation of the Chinese Exclusion 
Act. He recommends in accordance with 
the suggestion of the Secretary of State 
that notwithstanding the presumption that 
these Chinamen entered the United States 
across the British border, they be returned 
to China at the government’s expense for 
the reason that the men could not be re- 
turned to British territory without the pay- 
ment of a head tax of $50 each; and they 
then might probably again evade the vigi- 
lance of the United States officers and re- 
turn to this country. 

Secretary ‘Windom adopted the recom- 
mendation, and instructed the Collector of 
Customs at Port Tewnsend to see that they 
are returned to China lu the most economi- 
cal way by sailing or other vessel, bound 
direct for that country without touching 
at any American port en route.

A FUNNY INCIDENT IN 
DE TURK OASE. 


Sensational Developments Looked 
for Monday—The Salvationists 

Des, Before Judge Cheney, Who Inti-

The De Turk divorce case gave way 


yesterday in Judge McKinley’s court

The Salvation Army habeas-corpus

The Codlin Moth and Remedies, 
C. W. Reed in Pacific Fruit Grower. | 
The codlin moth, cartucapsa pomo- 
nella, or apple worm, originally came 
from Europe, and is believed to have 
reached California through fruit sent 
from the East for exhibition at our 
State Fair, about the year 1872. Down- 
ing says: The perfect insect isa 
small moth, the free wing gray, with a 
large round brown spot on the latter 
margin.“ These moths appear in Cal- 
ifornia the latter part of April and 
early in May, and deposit their eggs 
mostly in the blossom ends of all kinds 
of apples und pears. In a short time 
these eggs hatch, and the worm bur- 
rows in the fruit until it reaches the 
core, causing the fruit to ripen prema- 
turely and drop to the ground. The 
worm when matured leaves the fruit 
and crawis up the body of the 
tree into crevices of the bark 


or crotches of the tree and spins its 
cocoon. The moth in California soon 
hatches again, coming from its cocoon 
in the wing state, whence it seeks its 
breeding ground, the fruit, and de- 
posits its crop of eggs, Three gener- 
ations will devolop in some parts of 
California in one season, and the in- 
crease is so rapid that with late vari- 
eties of apples and pears hardly a 
sound specimen. can obtained, if 
nothing is done to check its depreda- 
tions. There are many remedies for 
this fruit pest, all having more or less 
merit. Any means that will destroy 
the insect or the larv is desirable. 
Scraping off the rough bark and put- 
ting on bands of cheap straw paper, or 
old sacks, will make atrap by which 
thousands of the larvecan be de- 
stroyed by examining these hiding 
places every week or ten days. 

Some ingenious devices have been 
invented, made of wire, which allow 
the small worm to enter, but prevent 
his coming out after being developed 
intoa moth. The most satisfactory 
remedy that I have found to use is 
paris green, one pound dissolved with 
ammonia to 160 gallons of water, and 
sprayed on the fruit with an ordinary 
spray pump as soon as the blossoms 
drop, and again in about 10 days. The 
mixture must be kept thoroughly 
stirred while being used, otherwise it 
will become concentrated and burn the 
leaves. I have saved 90 per 
cent. of a crop of pears by the use 
of paris green, when at least 90 per 
cent. of the crop of the year previous 
were wormy. Swine, although they 
are troublesome animals in an orchard, 
do good work in destroying the codlin 
moths by eating the fruit that drops 
prematurely from the trees. Another 
very practical method for destroying 
the codlin moth is to burn lights in un 
orchard placed over pans of water,with 
a little coal oil ontop. Thousands of 
moths can be caught in this way. 
Growers will be well paid to use any 
practicable method in the most thor- 
ough manner for destroying this most 
destructive of all pests of the apple 
and pear
